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The Generat Theological Seminary of the Protestant Episcopal

The Professors of the General Theological Seminary beg 
leave respectfully to report to the Trustees as follows :— 

At the commencement of the session, on the 13th of February, 
ult. the following students were admitted as members of the 
institution :—Seth W. Beardsley, N. Y., Augustus Convers, 
N, Y., Robert B. Croes, N. J., John Dick, N. Y., Edward K. 
Fowler, N. Y., Thomas Y. Groshon, N. Y., Lemuel B. Hull, 
Conn., Wm. L. Irving, N. Y., Levi S. Ives, N. Y., Wm. Jar- 
vis, Conn., Samuel K. Johnson, N. Y., William L. Johnson, 
N. Y., Samuel Marks, Penn., Henry M. Mason, Penn., Matthew 
Matthews, Penn., Sylvester Nash, Virginia, Thomas V. Peck, 
N.Y., Wm. Potter, Mass., Geo. M. Robinson, N.Y., Wm. Shel- 
ton, Conn., Edward Thomas, S.C., Henry J. Whitchouse, N.Y., 
and Joseph L. Yvonnet, N. Y. On the 22d of March, Sa- 
muel G. Raymond, N. Y. was admitted; on the 22d of April, 
Joseph P. Verdries, Penn., Philip Gadsden, S. C., and Wm. P. 
Coffin, S. C., and on the 17th of June, Paul T. Keith, S. C. 

The students attended the Professor of Pastoral Theology 
and Pulpit Eloquence one day every week, from the com- 
mencement of the session until the month of June. The ser- 
vice of the church was on these occasions performed as a de- 
votional exercise by the students in rotation, and two sermons, 
and frequently more, were delivered by them, which, as well as 
the performance of the service, were the subjects of the criti- 
cisms of the Professor. They also went through a short course 
of instruction on the qualifications and duties of the clerical 
office. 

The Professor of Biblical Learning and of the Interpreta- 
tion of Scripture, reports, that he has attended two classes. 
One of them, having studied with him, during the last term of 
the Seminary, while in New Haven, the Epistles from Romans 
to Colossians inclusive, has, during the present session, gone 
through the remainder. As this class attended him but once 
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a week, it has been found impracticable to review any but the 
epistle to the Hebrews. The other class attended twice a week, 
and, after carefully reading the gospel of St. Matthew, exa- 
mined the Evangelists as an harmony, the Greek of Archbishop 
Newcome being used as a text book, and the general principles 
of other harmonists being occasionally pointed out. Since the 
beginning of May, they have pursued the study of the histori- 
cal books of the Old Testament from Joshua to Esther inclu- 
sive; but, as the variety of duties which engaged their attention 
made it impracticable for them to devote more than one day in 
the week to this pursuit, it was impossible to attend to it with 
any minuteness. Lectures on subjects connected with these stu- 
dies were occasionally read by the Professor, and he believes that 
the most important questions of a critical nature arising out of 
them were topics of discussion. 

The class attending the Professor of Systematic Theology 
began, shortly after the opening of the Seminary, to study Bi- 
shop Pearson’s Exposition of the Creed, and have proceeded 
as far as that part of the work (inclusively) which treats of the 
personality and divinity of the Holy Ghost: comprising nearly 
five-sixths of the whole. The class was attended three times a 
week generally, but considerable interruption in their exercises 
has been occasioned by the state of the Protessor’s health. The 
course pursued by him has been to connect with the study of 
the Exposition of the Creed, that of other works on some subjects 
which appeared to require a more full examination than the 
Bishop’s exposition contains. “The class, accordingly, have stu 
died nearly the whole of the following works: Jones’s Catholic 
Doctrine of the Trinity—Bishop Horsley’s Tracts on Unita- 
rianism—Dr. Magee on the Atonement—Bishop Hobart’s 
Tract on the Descent into Hell, with Bishop Horsley’s Ser- 
mon on the same subject; and West on the Resurrection, with 
several of Bishop Horsley’s Sermons on that subject. Occa- 
sional references have likewise been made to passages in other 
authors. 

With the Professor of the Nature, Ministry, and Polity of 
the Christian Church, and of Ecclesiastical History, the stu- 
dents attended during the present session in two classes. The 
first class, having prosecuted in the Seminary, while at New 
Haven, the study of the History of the Church before the 
coming of Christ, and for the three following centuries, have 
attended to the ecclesiastical history of the fourth century, with 
Mosheim for the text book. It was then thought adviseable to 
direct their notice to the writings of the earlier fathers, with 
the view of passing from them to the study of the Nature and 
Ministry of the Church, under the advantage of the important 
light thrown on these subjects by that sound and best rule for 
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the interpretation of scripture, the generally prevailing princi- 
ples and practice of the first Christians. 

The various other claims upon the time of the students ren- 
dered impossible a critical study of the fathers in the original 
languages. All, therefore, that could be done on this head, was, 
to recommend that exercise to them when opportunity shall 
he afforded. The generally accurate translations of Archbi- 
shop Wake, and of the Rev. William Reeves, were made sub- 


jects of particular examination, and those parts of them which 


had the most important bearing on the principles and practice 
of the primitive church, having been compared with the origi- 
nals, such inaccuracies as occasionally appeared were pointed 
out. The notes and other observations of these translators, 
particularly applying the study of the fathers to the important 
topics connected with the first department of this professor- 
ship, were made the subject of particular notice and ex.mina- 
tion. 

The second class have been engaged in the History of the 
Church before the coming of Christ, and have recited that por- 
tion of the third part of Stackhouse’s Body of Divinity which 
relates to this subject, and the first six books of Prideaux’s Con- 
nexions. 

Each of the above classes has attended the Professor once in 
every week, and, for a short time, the second class has attended 
twice. 

The Professor has devoted as much of his time as his other 
avocations would admit, to the recitations of the students from 
the above text books. Where additional facts or illustrations 
have presented themselves to his mind, in the course of this 
exercise, he has endeavoured to improve the circumstance, by 
a familiar and informal notice of them. 

Upon the union of the General Seminary with that of New 
York, those students who had made some progress in the He- 
brew language formed themselves into two classes, who have 
attended the Professor of Hebrew and Greek literature, since 
the commencement of the session until the present time. Dur- 
ing the above period, the classes have severally read the first 
17 Psalms, and the first 17 chapters of Isaiah; and, beside con- 
tinual repetitions of distinct parts of the same in the course of 
the recitations, they have nearly completed a general revision 
of the whole. The class that read Isaiah have attended the 
Professor once a week from the commencement of the session. 
The other class, for some time, attended two recitations in each 
week; but, in consequence of the numerous studies to be pur- 
sued, the faculty thought it expedient to diminish the number 
of recitations one half.. Several students who were not able to 


join cither of the above classes, have separately attended the. 
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Professor during the latter part of the session. In addition to 
the above course of study, a part of each week has been devoted 
to such of the students as were desirous ot having assistance in 
reading the notes to Bishop Pearson’s Exposition of the Creed, 

The Professor of the Evidences of Revealed Religion and 
of the application of Moral Science to ‘Theology, reporis, that, 
since the last week of April, nearly all the students, except those 
of them who had already gone over the same course during the 
last year in the New York Seminary, have attended his in- 
structions. 

The text book used in this part of the course, was Paley’s 
Evidences, in which the class was regularly examined. In 
going over this work, it was endeavoured to give such an en- 
largement of Paley’s argument by extemporarv instruction, re- 
ference to other authors, and, where the subject appeared to de- 
mand it, by written lectures or dissertations, as to present a 
general view of the historical and internal evidences of Chris- 
tianity, of the popular objections of infidelity and their refuta- 
tion, and of the history of controversies on that subject, espe- 
cially so far as they seemed to have an influence upon the opi- 
nions of our own country; excepting only those objections and 
controversies of a purely abstract and metaphysical character, 
the consideration of which has been reserved for another part 
of the course. 

The faculty beg leave further to report, that, of the students 
abovementioned, Messrs. Dick, Fowler, Groshon, Peck, Ro- 
binson, and Kaymond, have left the Seminary; also Messrs. 
Irving and Ives, in consequence of their expectations shortly 
to take orders, and Mr. Nash in consequence of the illness of 
his father. Messrs. Marks and Yvonnet are absent.

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ANNIVERSARIES OF RELIGIOUS CHARITABLE SOCIETIES IN 
LONDON. 

Church Missionary Society—22d Anniversary—April 29.— 
The annual sermon was preached by Rev. Marmaduke Thomp- 
son, East India Company’s Chaplain at Madrass, from John tv. 
34—36. April 30. The annual mecting was held in Freema- 
sons’ Hall; Lord Gambier in the chair. The report was read 
by the secretary. The collections at these two meetings amount- 
ed to £389 7s. The whole receipts of the year, as appeared 
from the treasurer’s report, amounted to £32,975 9s. 74.— 
about £2000 more than were received last year. 


British and Foreign Bible Society—13th Anniversary.— 
May 1. The annual meeting was held at Freemasons’ Hall ; 
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Lord Teignmouth in the chair. Report read by Rev. W. Deal- 
try. There have been issued the past year, of Bibles, 118,776; 
of Testaments, 136,973; total, 255,739: making the total issued 
by the society, from the beginning, nearly three millions and a 
half. The receipts of the year were £103,802 17s. 1d. The 
pay ments of the year £90,445 6s. 4d. The mecting was ad- 
dressed by various gentlemen, as usual, in strains of glowing 
eloquence. ‘he speeches of Rev. Mr. Monod, secretary of the 
Protestant Bible Society of Paris, and of Rey. Mr. Blumhardt. 
we hope to give our readers hereafter. . 


Prayer Book and Homily Society —10th Anniversary.—The 
annual sermon was preached by the Rev. E. Burn, of Birming- 
ham. At the annual meeting, Lord Calthorpe was in the chair. 
The receipts of the year were £2056 15s. Payments, £1850 3s. 


United Brethren.—An annual sermon was preached on the 
2d May, in behalf of the missions supported by this denomina- 
tion of Christians, by Rev L. Richmond, from 1st Thes. i. 23. 
They have nearly 170 labourers in the field; and enumerate in 
their congregations, 32,000 converts. ‘The collection taken up 
at this time amounted to #70 12s. 


Fews Society—14th Anniversary.—The Rev. G. S. Faber 
preached the sermon, on Thursday morning, 18th April, from 
Isa. lx. 1—5. £57 2s. 2d. were collected. The annual meeting 
of the society was held the 2d of May. The Lord Mayor took 
the chair, and opened the meeting. Addresses were made after 
the reading of the report, by Lord Calthorpe, Mr. Wilberforce, 
Lord Gambier, Rev. C. Simeon, L. Way, J. Brown, J. W. 
Cunningham, L. Richmond, and others. The collection after 
the meeting, amounted to £134. The total receipts of the year 
were £11,220 2s. 11d. exceeding those of the preceding year, 
£820 6s. 11d. The payments of the year were £10,049 19s. 6d.

BAY READERS. 


I should very much like to see (says a respectable parish cler- 
gyman in a letter to one of the editors,) the attention of church- 
men excited to the importance of missionary exertions in this par- 
ticular respect; that is to say, that every layman should feel and

Although we 
cannot suppose an irreligious man would do this, I believe that 
many a pious one would, were he directed to it. Many laymen 
think they have no right to do so——they should be informed 
that they have a right, and that by this kind of service they 
would render real benefit to religion and the church.

AN IDOLATER CONVERTED BY MEANS OF A LITTLE GIRt.

Between two and three years ago, (said a gentleman address- 
ing the British and Foreign Bible Society,) I went from Bombay 
into the country, for the health of my family. We pitched our 
tents in a beautiful grove. One day, as our little girl, not then 
three years old, was walking through the grove with a native 
servant who waited on her, they came near to an old and ruin- 
ous Hindoo Temple. The man, leaving the child, stepped aside, 
and paid his adorations, or * made his salaam,” as they call it, 
to a stone idol, that was fixed at the door of the Temple. When 
he came back to the child, she said, in her innocent way, 
**Saamy, (that was his name) what for you do that?”—“ Oh, 
Missey,” said he, “that my God.”—* Your God!” said the 
little girl, “ your God! Saamy !—why your God no can see— 
no can hear—no can walk—your God stone! My God see every 
thing—my God make you—make me—make every thing.” 
We remained (added the little child’s father) at this lonely 
place for four months. Saamy never failed to worship at the 
Temple; and the dear child never failed to rebuke him for his 
idolatry. He loved her, however, very much ; and when he 
thought she was going to Europe, he said to her, “ What will 
poor Saamy do when Missey go to England ?—Saamy, no father, 
no mother.” She instantly replied, “ Oh, Saamy, if you love 
my God, he will be your father and mother too.” The old 
man, with tears in his eyes, promised to love her God. “ Then,” 
said she, *“ you must learn my prayers;” and she taught him 
the Lord’s Prayer, the Creed, and her morning and evening 
hymns: and one morning, when we were met for family wor- 
ship, Saamy, of his own accord, quite unexpected, came into the 
room, took his turban off his head, laid it on the floor, and, 
kneeling down, repeated after me the Lord’s Prayer.

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DOMESTIC INTELLIGENCE. 


Extract from the Twelfth Report of the Board of Trustees of 
the Protestant Episcopal Society for the Advancement of 
Christianity in South Carolina. . 

“ Collections have been made, during the year, in aid of the 
funds of the society, in St. Michael’s, St. Philip’s, and St. 
Paul’s churches in this city (Charleston); in Trinity church. 
Columbia, and in Christ church parish. From the other pa- 
rishes in the diocese, no communications on this subject have 
been received by the board. 

“ The funds have also derived some increase from the addi. 
tion of nine members for life, and three annual subscribers. It 
is in favour of the former of these modes of contribution, that 
the contributor is thereby exempted from the inconvenience of 
an annual application, and that the sums so reccived, being re- 
served to constitute a permanent fund, of which the interest 
only is disposable, the good designed to be effected is thereby 
perpetuated. 

“ There has likewise been received a donation of $200, in a 
manner dictated by that unostentatious spirit of charity, which 
secks to hide even from itself, if possible, the good it bestows, 
and, like the dews of heaven, distils its fertilizing influence in 
silent, but incessant bounty. ‘This liberal gift is presumed to 
be from a source, whence other instances of similar benevolence 
had previously flowed. Another donation of a small sum, being 
“the avails of a missionary box for one month kept in Mr. 
Dickson’s school,” has given evidence of that desire to advance 
the Redeemer’s kingdom, which will not, it is trusted, be with- 
out its appropriate reward, when he shall appear who will re- 
compense to every man according to his deeds. 

“It is in place here to mention, the testimonies of regard to 
this society, furnished by the will of the late Dr. Harris, already 
alluded to, and that of the late Miss De Tollenare, which, 
though not productive of any present revenue, will eventually 
vield an accession to their funds. The former, by his last will 
and testament, bequeathed in trust to the vestry and wardens ot 
St. Philip’s church, the reversion of his pew, No. 49, in that 
church, after the termination of certain life estates, charged 
with the payment to this society of one moiety of the annual 
rent of the same; and in like manner, to the vestry and wardens 
of St. Paul’s church, Radcliffeborough, the reversion of his 
pew, No. 56, in that church, in trust for the use of the rector 
or minister of the same, on condition that he shall, once in 
every year, “‘deliver a suitable discourse for the purpose of 
making a collection in aid of the funds” of this society. The 
latter, by her last will and testament, dated in 1815, gave he: 
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whole property, real and personal, to the use of her father, di 
ring his life, and, at his death, bequeathed to this society, and to 
the Orphan House, to be shared equally between them, all the 
remaining part of her property after the payment of certain le- 
gacies, and the delivery of sundry specific bequests set forth in 
her will.” 


Protestant Episcopal Sunday and Adult School. 


The report of the Protestant Episcopal Sunday and Adult 
School Society of Philadelphia, presents to the public gratifving 
evidence of the utility of Sunday schools, in both a civil and 
religious point of view. The control of this society extends 
over the schools of the united parishes, and those of St. John’s 
and St. Luke’s, Germantown. St. Paul’s likewise has a school 
under its direction. The managers represent these schools to 
be in a flourishing condition. The number of scholars is about 
900, under the instruction of 112 teachers. The report remarks 
that “‘ the welfare of society, the interests of the church, and the 
salvation of immortal souls, urge us to encourage and support 
these schools.”
